000 people. Including cltlseus of this 
city, present.

These were | 
followed by the military force, In 
command of Col. Ho^er I). Wil- 
liams. L'd Regiment, and the usual 
complement of start officers. A long 
line of carriages filled with polit- 
icians," and some with Ladles and 
children, followed the Governor's 

carriage, in which were the (!ov- 
ernor, Mayor Darnell, Mayor (J. F. 
Orai nirer, and Mr. S. W. 1 lager, 
the rear brought up by the Hailey's 
Mill and Bald Knob Clubs. 

There was a delegation of Louis- 
ville oil b men of about 900 in line, 
supplemented by marchers from 
other points. 

The Frankfort Fire Department, 
Chief Taylor, of this city and Chief 
Tyson, of Louisville, and a delega- 
tion of the Louisville firemen, prc- 
snted a line appearanc. 

The procession was about a mile 
and a half in length am! proceeded 
down Main street to St. Clair, 
down St. Clair and over the. South 
Frankfort Bridge to Second street 
aud Conway; out Conway to Third, 
up Third to Main; down Main to 
Second: north on Second to Bridge 
street, to Wapping; west ok tap- 
ping to Washington; north on 
Washington to Broadway; east on 
Broadway to Capitol grounds. 

Reaching the Capitol grounds. 
Mayor Darnell delivered a short 
address of welcome. The Gover- 
nor's Inaugural occupied some 
twenty minutes in delivery. The 
oath of office was administered by 
Chief Justice Hurnani. after which 
the crowd dissolved. The city was 
bountifully and beautifully deco- 
rated with flags, bunting anil 
streamers. An arch over the stand 
in the State house yard and u band 
<if flags across the front of the < 'ap- 
itol building were deooiated with 
differ* nl uolored electric lights, and 
when lighted at night, presented ■ 
beautiful and attractive scene.
